From Washington 


‘There has been a dot of talk in 
Washington recently about nation- 
‘al defense, 


Much of the talk has been about 
various types of weapons systems, 
There is, however, an equally seri- 
ous. spect’ of our defense situa- 
tion which needs to be addressed 
c-the issue of manpower. 

I testified last week before the 
Senate Veterans Affains Commit- 
tee .on Jegislation I have authored 
to re-establish GI educational ben- 
efits. This is one of the important. 
manpower related issties’ pon 
which Congress must act. 

‘The old GI Bill which provided 
educational benefits’ for ‘members 
of the armed services was' allowed 
to expire in 1976. ‘This, in my 
judgement was a. serious mistake, 
The GI Bill was by any esti- 
mation, one of the best and. most © 
isuccessiil government pro- 
grams ever iadministered. One 
study shows that as many ‘as 36% 
of people who joined the military

My dill would allow persons en- 
listing or re-enlisting in-the armed 
forces to earti. up to 36 months of 
educational benefits by compieting 
four years of honorable service. 
Individuals could begin using their 
benefits after two years of service. 

One impontant section of my bill 
is a provision aiding those sery- 
ing in the nation’s reserve forces. 
Reserve personnel would accrue 
benefits more slowly, but they 
would receive the recognition 
which I feel is imperative if wé 
are to attract personnel to this cri- 

tical element of our armed forces. 
Our reserves are below the requir- 
ed strength, and we must provide 
educational incentives. to help 
bring the forces up to par. 

Tf we :can provide a program of 
educational benefits. which brings 
top-quality young people into. the 
service for several years, the ma- 
tion will be better for it. Our de- 
fense force will be improved by 
bringing in educationally motivat- 
ed young men and women, savings 
will be realized through reduced. 
attrition and training gosts, and

UMO BOTANY PROFESSOR 
SEEKS LAKE ACIDITY ANSWER 

Are some: lakes in. Maine more 
lacidic now than they were, say, 
200 or 300 years ago? That is a 
question that Dr. Ronald B. Davis, 
professor of botany and Quater- 
mary istudies at the University. of 
Maine at Orono, seeks to answer. 

Most of the lakes under study by 
Dr. Davis. under a National Science 
Foundatiou grant of some $270,000, 
are located high in the mountains 
‘and have pristine watersheds, The 
theory is that any changes in the 
sediments of ithese lakes will be 
due to atmospheric effects and not 
to disturbances in, the watershed 
such wg “lumbering operations or 
agriculture. 

In the attempt to determine whe- 
ther or not a lake has become ac- 
idic, Dr. Davis studies the micro- 
scopic ‘algae found in core samples 
of sediments taken from the lake 
bottom. Some of the algae thrive 
in high acidie environments and 
others thrive in low acid environ- 
ments, 

By determining which type ‘of 
algae occurs at a given time ina 
lake’s history the acidity of that 
lake as much as 200 or 300 years: 
ago may be determined. The time 
period is determined by radiomet- 
ric dating of the sediments and is 
‘carried out by Dr. Charles T, Hess 
of the UMO physies department, 
The buildup in the sediments of 
the. same lakes of potentially tox- 
ic heavy metals is currently being 
studied by Dr, Stephen A, Norton 
of the geology department. These 
metals enter the lakes in the acid- 
ie precipitation, 

Reducing the acidity level of a 

lake can be ‘accomplished, iat least 
on a temporary basis, by liming 
the lake, according tu Dr. Davis. 
Lime is introduced into the lake 
either by placing it in the water- 
shed or spreading it on the lake 
by boat, or truck in the winter, 
. Correctitig the acidity level gives 
different life forms in the lake a 
better chance of survival as in the 
tase of young trout which are 
particularly vulnerable to a high 
acid level,
